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We hasten to lay before our Readers the following 
copy of a Bombay Courier Extraordinary, received 
via Malacca. Uutil the dates of intelligence are re- 
ceived, we can hardly be assured what credit is to 
be attached to the information, since it is evident 
that the Vestal brought no intelligence from England 
of so late a date as that which we have already re- 
ceived, and which is already known to the public. 
Concluding, however, that the continental accounts 
may have reached Bussora by the 16th of April to 
so late a date as the beginning or middle of Febru- 
ary, we venture to hope the arrangements in congress 
are completed, and the peace of the world is secured.

Peace with America, of which the following is the account: 





Extract of a Letter from a Gentleman of high au- 
thority at Bagdad, dated 20th March 1815. 


We have at length made Peace with America.—T he 
Treaty was signed by the respective Plenipotentiarics of the 
two Countries an Ghent on the 2tth December. 

As yct the terms are not certainly known, but from high 
authority it is stated (hey are of such a nature asto leave no 
wounds on the feelings of either party.—From the vace 
cillating and uncertain state of the wartare, T shall not be 
surprized to find that the great questions in dispute have not 
- been settled, but allowed to sleep, till perhaps another war 
breaks out and furnishes a fit occasion for the Americans 
again to bring forward what they call their maritime rights. 


We understand that the Vestal brings papers, &c. to the 
Ath December. 


Accounts reached Town this day of the capture of 
the ships Venus, Union and Brio de Mer, all Eelong- 
ing to the Port of Calcutta, by the American sloop 
of war Peacock, of 22 guns and 220 men, in the 
Straits of Sunda, and we fear: there is too much 
reason to apprehend that the Honorable Company's 
Cruizer Nautilus, which sailed from this Port on 
Thursday last, has suffered the same fate, asit ap- 
pcears from the report that a brig of war, apparently 
one of the Cruizers, was seen engaged from half past 
5 o’clock on the 30th ultimo, until sun-set with the 
American sloop above mentioned, and seemed at that 
time to strike her colours to theenemy. The Ame- 
ricans, after taking out such partof the Cargocs of 
the Uuion and Brio de Mer asthey thought ad- 
viseable, set fire to those ships, and reserved the 
Venus to be sent as a cartel to Anjier. 

We understand tbat on the receipt of this intelli- 
gence an Embargo was laid on the ships in this-Port 
bound to the westward, and it isto be hoped the 
boldness of the enemy will receive it’s punishment by 
the early arrival of some of His Majesty's Squadron 
to whom it was instantly communicated. 

The report goes on to state that it was imagined 
the sloop of war would proceed to the Northward, 
where other ships that accompanied this vessel five 
months ago from America are stated to be eruizing. 
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
